Dear Lillian Kirby Tuttle Fund, 

We are delighted to report to you on the very successful completion of the Tibetan Primary 
School Library for Bon-skor Tibetan Primary School. 

Bon-skor Primary School is located in a remote nomad area in Qinghai. It received 487 books 
with funds provided by this grant. Nyang-jag-gyal (Robert) is a student at Qinghai Normal University. 
He is originally from Bon-skor Village. 

Before the school had no library and few books consequently, it was very difficult for the 
students to study and improve their level of knowledge. Moreover, both teachers and students lacked 
essential references for teaching preparation and to expand their range of knowledge. 

'brug-lha, the 3 1 year old the headmaster, confided, 

The teachers and students in our school are all nomads and of course this 
is a remote, nomad area. Our school is 200 km from the county town and because 
of this, there is no regular communication between the school and the outside. 
Nomads do not understand the benefits of education as much as do outside 
people. However their ideas are changing now. Two years ago when I became the 
headmaster of this school all of the students thought that study was useless. There 
were around fifty students in the school. They didn't know much about the outside 
world. 

Now the library has given teachers and students the opportunity to read 
about the outside world. We are really grateful and want to say thanks for your 
support. 

Tshe-dpa'-rgyal, a twenty-six year old Tibetan teacher at the school, said, 

"I have taught Tibetan for the students in this primary school for more than 
five years and during this time, we were unable to get a library like the one we 
have now for students and teachers. Now, we have a resource of a lot of 
knowledge, and it is easier for our teachers to teach the students, especially the 
young students because we have books with pictures. The library books really 
have improved our poor conditions, and I really appreciate the support for this 
project." 

When I visited the library, Mgu-ru-rgyal, a 14-year-old Grade Five student, said, 

"Now I can read a lot of different books in the library and learn new words 
by using books with pictures. I am really interested in looking at pictures because 
my hobby is drawing. I am really eager to go in the library, I go there to read the 
words and look at the pictures that go with them whenever I have finished my 
homework." 

In the library when the students were reading the books, Brtan-mgrin-rgyal, a 12 year old 
student, said, "Wow, this is really funny! I have never seen such a card before!" while holding a card 
with teaching the English alphabet illustrative pictures. He added, "From today I have a good way to 
study, because I don't need to ask the teachers the meaning of words so often." 

At a celebration in the school, the 42 year old village leader, Dar-rgas, said, 

"I am really appreciative of this library project. In our village nobody could 
support such a project. I have been a village leader for three years now. I know 
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how people here live their lives, and the living conditions are really terrible. As for 
the school: sometimes we have no money to pay our electricity and water fees, 
because there is nowhere to collect the money from. If the county government 
gives money to the school, township officials take it secretly and we can't get it. 
Basically, the problem is that we don't have any local people who work for the 
government, because no one from our village has the education to get a job like 
that. The education of primary school students is extremely important. Supporting 
their study and increasing their level of knowledge is important for improving our 
living conditions in the future. This library project is a great and important event for 
our students. I am really grateful to the donor for making this possible." 

On behalf of all teachers and students, we sincerely appreciate the Lillian Kirby Tuttle Fund reaching 
out to this Tibetan nomad remote school and providing improved conditions.

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Bon-skor Tibetan Primary School Library Activities 



• July 31, 2005: Went to the Xining Tibetan Field Bookstore with the school headmaster Mr. Zhe-la 
to choose the books and went to four other bookstores— Xining Bookstore, 1+1 Bookstore, 
Nationalities Bookstore and Qinghai Buddhism Central Bookstore to choose various books. 

• August 2, 2005: Went to the Xining Tibetan Field Bookstore and paid for the books. The Xining 
Tibetan Field Bookstore's manager agreed to deliver all the books to Robert's home in Guinan 
County, Hainan Tibetan Autonomous Prefecture, Qinghai Province. The transportation fee from 
Xining to Guinan is included in the book fee. 

• August 3, 2005: Robert and the headmaster made a record form for the books in the school library 
room. 

• August 5, 2005: Robert and Mr. Tshe-dpa'-rgyal, a teacher at the school, went to the township to 
check the quality of bookcases in a bookcase shop, then bought three bookcases (250 RMB each). 
They put them on a tractor-trailer and returned to Bon-skor Tibetan Primary school. 

• August 6, 2005: Robert, the headmaster, and Tshe-dpa'-rgyal recorded the books' names on a form, 
marked each of the books, cleaned the library, put the bookcases in the library and put the books in 
the bookcases. 

• August 7, 2005: The headmaster and Tshe-dpa'-rgyal chose the students and teachers to be 
responsible for the library. Fourteen teachers and students were chosen. 

• August 8, 2005: Robert took pictures of the library and interviewed the teachers, students and the 
village leader.

Project beneficiaries and their contribution to the project: Approximately 300 students and teachers 

at Bon-skor Primary School, located 200 
km from Guinan County seat, benefited 
from a new library. 

Project Benefits 

• Students use the resources of a library, including dictionaries and new books, and access the 
information supplied. 

• Teachers use library reference materials for teaching preparation. 

• Students learn more and learn beyond their textbooks, e.g., while reading storybooks, they look 
at the pictures to understand the story. 

• Student pass their time in the library, reading the books when they are free and after classes. 

• Teachers take their students in the library to read books at scheduled times. 

• The library provides a quiet environment for students to study. 

Project affects: 

• Students and teachers now can study books in the library according to their interest. Before the 
project, students lacked books-they could only study and read the few books that the 
government gave them. They were very bored reading such books. Now they that they have 
received many more books, they can choose the books they want to read. 

• Teachers now can use library references for teaching preparation. Before the project, teachers 
lacked references for teaching preparation, such as Chinese-Tibetan dictionaries, Tibetan- 
Chinese dictionaries, and so on. Now the teachers can prepare well for their classes and the 
students have an improved study environment. 

General conclusion on realization of project aims: Project like this one greatly expand the references 
for students' study and teachers' preparations, as well as provide a quiet environment in which students 
can study. Before the project, the students were very bored by the few book provided by the 
government. The teachers could not plan their lessons without references. Now these problems have 
been solved and they are very grateful for the donor's support. 
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Library Regulations (translation) 



1. Librarians should open the library according to the library time schedule. 

2. Students from grades lower than Grade Three may not take the books out of the library or borrow them; 
they must read the books in the library. Only the students higher than Grade Three can borrow books 
from the library. 

3. Students or teachers who borrow books from the library can only take one book. If they tear it or lose it, 
they have to pay the original price of the book when they return it. 

4. When the students and teachers are studying in the library they have to read quietly and may not chew 
gum. They may not take sand or trash with them when they come into the library. 

5. When leaving the library at closing time the responsible teacher or student will check your pocket. 

6. Whoever is responsible for the library cannot personally borrow the books or let somebody else who is 
not allowed to come in the library.

The above group members should open the library according to the library time schedule and keep 
the library clean every day. If there are any books lost or something happens, the responsible members 
have to pay for or make up for it. 

For a long time, according to the government's decision, the Bon-skor Primary School has no 
weekend rest periods for students and teachers. Instead, the school gives eight days of holiday per 
month. 

Every day, the school library will be open from 12:30 pm-2:30 pm and it will be open again from 

5:30-7:30 pm. This is because the students get up early in the morning to study their books, which they 
already prepared for in the library the previous day. 

Note: the teachers and students from higher classes must borrow books according to the above 
schedule from the library.

4. If Mr. Zhela, the current headmaster of the local school, transfers to another place the next

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5. If a book is lost from the library and it was not lent, the teacher(s) and/or headmaster must pay 
for it or buy a copy of the same book. 

6. Students lower than Grade Three may not take books outside of the library; they may only read 
the books in the library. 

7. Students in Grade Three and higher may borrow books. 

8. Teachers must also sign out for books that they borrow. If they write in the books, damage the 
books, or lose books they must pay the cost of the book or buy a copy of the book.' 

9. The books wii! put in a good and safe room that does not leak. 

10. If a book is damaged by the borrower, the borrower will have to pay the purchase price or buy 
a copy of the book and give to the teacher in charge of the library. 

11. The Bon-skor Tibetan Village Primary School Library will keep a record of books checked out 
and a record of fines charged and paid for missing and damaged books. 

12. Bon-skor Tibetan Village Primary School also agrees to contribute six big desks to this project' 
(valued at 180 RMB total) and 12 chairs (valued at 380 RMB total). 
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13. Bon-skor Tibetan Village Primary School will furnish a list of books purchased with the funds 
and allow the library, the book checkout record, and the record of missing and damaged books 
and fines to be inspected. 

14. Nyangjag Gyal will write a final report with photographs that will be given to the Lillian Kirby 
Tuttle Fund. 

15. In this area, every school has the custom of borrowing things from each other, consequently 
sometimes they don't return the borrowed things, so the headmaster Zhela, village leader Tha re 
rgyal and Nyangjag Gyal will not lend other schools the books in the library.

Summary: Bon-skor Tibetan Village Primary School is in a semi- agricultural area where there is a great 
deal of desert. This proposal seeks to provide a library for the local primary school. 

Location: The school is approximately 120 km from Mnga-rdzong County Town, and 200 km from 
Xining City, the provincial capital. 

The school was built in the 1980s, and has six grades. It has 237 students and 7 teachers. All the teachers 
and students are local Tibetans. Except for classes in Chinese and English (languages), all subjects are 
taught in Tibetan. 

Most students live about 20 km from the school in the village's nomad area. Consequently, they board at 
school. Other students live in the village because their families have no livestock. The boarding students 
have two meals each day that are paid for by their families. They do not get breakfast. Students have six 
classes per day. 

The school has four tile-roof buildings. Two buildings are used for classrooms and have three 
classrooms each. One building is used for the teachers' dormitories, office and dining room. The other 
building is used for the students" dormitories. 

The school has no library and although the County Education Bureau has provided the school with 
government curriculum textbooks, the school has no other books for students. The school charges 
students no school fee and thus has no funds with which to purchase books. 

Despite the school's poor conditions, many school children from the village are willing to attend the 
school because the county government punishes families who do not send their children to school. 

Transportation: Most students have never been far from the local area for a variety of reasons. First, it 
is expensive for locals to travel to towns and cities. Second, children are customarily left at home when 
their parents go to a city or town to visit markets. 

Project Rationale: Students and teachers feel a library in the school would be very useful for the 
following reasons: 

> Students would be able to use library dictionaries and improve their language study. 

> Teachers would use library reference materials for their teaching preparation. 

> Students would learn more and be exposed to general knowledge not accessible in their textbooks. 

> Students would be encouraged to study more and spend time reading in the library if they had 
materials other than their textbooks. 

> Teachers would be able to take students to the library and create mandatory outside reading 
assignments. 
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> The library would provide a quiet environment for students to study. 

Planned activities: Nyang-jag-gyal (Robert) will supervise this project. He will work with Mr. 'brug- 
lha, the school's headmaster, who will be responsible for finishing the project in July 2005. 

Library Management: Mr. 'brug-lha will be in charge of the library. The library will be open from 
12:30 to 2:00 in the afternoons, and seven to nine in the evenings. Mr. 'brug-lha will lend one book per 
student per week.
